FEALTY TO PARTY. 

The News owes allegiance to no 
map, to no set of mef%, to no clique, ring, 
faction or corporation. 

We bow to the will of the Conserva- 
tive party alone. Our paper was not 
established to advocate the claims or 
promote the interests of any individual 
or individuals, who may aspire to office 
or desire to lead public sentiment. 

We profess to have in view the Inter- 
ests of the Conservative party —which 
we place above the interests of any 
man’s ambition. 

We have our individual preferences— 
and who has not? But we will not allow 
our private feelings to interfere with 
what we regard our public duty, it we 


can avoid it. 
So long as we have a Conservative 


party—so long as that party 
has any organization, We = propuse 


to adhere to that party and to stand by 
that organization—even if in doing so 
we should be compelled to yield our 
private judgment and do violence to 
our individual feclings. 

Occupying this standpoint, we shall 
do allin our power to prescrve the 
Conservative organization and te si 
lence the voice of factionand ciseentent 
in our ranks. 

It will be folly toclose our eyes to the 
fact that there are causes at work which 
threaten to disturb that harmony and 
good fecling which are so essential to 
our political success in the future. 
Realizing this condition of affairs, be- 
lieving that the welfare of North Caro- 
lina depends upon the maintenance of 
Conservative principles, we deprecate 
the evils that will follow the dissolution 
of our party. 

It is foreign to our purpose to-day to 
discuss the causes that have brought 
about the present critical juncture. 
Whatever those causes be, it ceems 
to us that the path of duty now lies in 
the efforts of all true Conservatives to 
strive to hold the party together, and 
to frown down all attempts caleulated 
to stir up strife and to keep alive prej- 
udice and ill-feeling. 

This is due to the party—this is due 
to the State—this is due to the princi- 
ples which, as Conservatives, we have 
inscribed upon our banners and zealous 
ly battled for through the hotly 
tested struggles cf the past. 

Is the party to be torn into fragments 
because this or that man has been elect- 
ed—or this or that man has becn de- 
feated?) Are the petty ambitions and 
personal spites of individuals tg he con- 
sidered paramount to the welfare and 
preservation of the party ? 

Men are nothing. This man or that 
man does not constitute the Conserva- 
tive party of North Carolina. We have 
many able, distinguished,’ patriotic men 
in our ranks—men who have rendered 
us invaluable seryices—who have been 
true all the time and wader all cireum- 
stances, To these men we owe a debt 
of gratitude, but we are not willing to 
see the party dismembered and rent 
asunder, to gratify their ambition nor to 
promote their success. 

But, whatever the errors that may 
have been committed in the past, it is 
time to look the future in the face and 
to inquire as to the policy that duty, 
common sense, judgment and patriotism 
demand at our hands, These teach us 
to stand strictly by party organization— 
to yield to the will of the majority — 
to deal leniently with those Conserva 
tives Who have differed with us in the 
past—to refrain from abuse and denun- 
ciation—to sacrifice passion and feeling 
on the altar ofthe party—to leave in- 
dividual interest out of view in a com- 
mon effort to restore harmony and kind 
feelings in our ranks, and thus preserve 
the party from utter ruin and demoli- 
tion. 


WILMINGTON AND THE NEW 
YORK RAILROAD. 


The last Wilmington Journal has a 


very strong editorial in defence of Wil- 
mington and her interests, in 
opposition to the action of the Legisla- 
ture in passing the bill chartering the 
New York, Charleston and Norfolk 
Railroad. 

The Journal says it is glad that there 
is one paper in the State, the Fra, “that 
is not too much prejudiced against 
Wilmington, or is not fearful of bring 
ing upon itself the displeasure of 
Wilmiagton’s enemies, to say one word 
in its behalf when its vital interests are 
at stake.” 

So far as the News is concerned. we 
will state that we offered the use of our 
columns to the opponents of the bill 
against which the Journal inveighs so 
fiercely, as being detrimental to the 
interests of Wilmington. We published 
a communication signed “Wilmington” 
in opposition to the bill, as we had 
previously published one in favor 
of it. 

We shall regret very much if the pro. 
posed Road injures Wilmington or its 
trade, because aside from other motives, 
we confess to a partiality for that enter. 
prising and patriotic city. All our 

sudices are in its favor, 

We did not know enough of the cen- 
tlemen who asked forthe charter for 
the New York, Norfolk and Charleston | 
Road, nor of their personal characters, 


their real purposes and designs nor 
their ability to redeem their pledges, to 
advocate strenuously the proposed en- 
terprise. 

We are ia favor of Railroads, and if 
we cannot build them ourselves, will be 
«lad to have others build them for us. 
We wish to see the State a net-work of 
Rarlways, and we will not inquire who 
owns them or by whom they are built. 

We do not know whether the New 
York, Norfolk and Charleston Railroad 
will ever be built or not. And if’ it is 
built, we should be sorry to see Wil- 
mington’s interests sufler by it. We 
would have been glad if the bill had 
been amended so as to have given Wil- 
mineton a branch to the main Road, 

We have net been influenced by our 
silence on this question by what Wil 
mington’s friends have said or by what 
Wilmington’s enemies have said. We 
think the proposed road, Ir BUILT, will 
be of vast service to the sections through 
which it will pa s, yct we have not sul- 
ficient lights before us to give any assur- 
ance of its carly or ultimate compiction. 
We have not opposed it, because we are 
in favor of the principle of having 
Railroads built where it can be done 
without cost to the State or approprin- 
tions by the Legislature. 


THE LOUISIANA TROUBLES. 

It is to be hoped that Judge Bradley, 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, will accede to the wishes of th: 
delegation of citizens from New Or- 
leans, who are now in Washington 
city. 

Judge Campbell, of New Orleans, 
who is Chairman of the delegation, in 
his interview with Grant proposed a 
very reasonable plan of settlement, by 
asking thatone of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court be sent to Loutsiana to 
take jurisdiction in place of Judge Du 
rel, who has rendered himself so ob- 
noxious that hisopinions have no moral 
welght with the masses. 

While President Grant 
make the request of any one of the Sa- 


would 


preme Court Judges to go to Louisiana, 
he was willing to leave the matter te 
the Judes themselves, and would nol 
object it cither one thought proper to 
accede to Judge Campbell’s wishes. 

If Judge Bradley shuld) conclude to 
go, i¢ is highly probable that the 
troubles in Louisiana will be placed in 
a fair way of adjustment, and that the 
law will be respected and obeyed.
